Simply put a tlimbleful of your bet- 
tle into a test tube, say the directions. 
Add a little of “ Liquid A” and a few 
drops of “Liquid B” and—presto! if 
any wood alcohol is present it will 
turn blue. If not it’s good liquor. 
Tests Called Useless. 

Not only do the tests fail to show 
the presence of half a dozen other rank 
poisons, but they are not even depend- 
able in disclosing wood alcohol, accord- 
ing to infermation given to Commis- 
sioner Bundesen by W. C. Marti and 
Louis Janowski, his two booze specia)- 
ists, who test hundreds of bootleg speci- 
mens weekly. 

In the first place, an accurate test 
with fuchsin, the reagent used in the 
sets, should be made on distillate, not 
the liquor itself, as coloring matter, 
sweetening, and other extraneous sub- 
stances may ruin the test. It must

Work in Department Stores. 

The modern American department 
store offers a fertile field to girls who 
wish to enter business. There is.clerk- 
ing, which is most known to the aver- 
age person because it is the most ob- 
vious. Patience, tact, a certain knack 
in selling goods convincingly, and a 
sense of what the public wants go a 
long ;wway in advancing a girl to such 
positions as department head, buyer, 
and assistant buyer. While a clerk 
usually starts at about $15 a week, 
these latter positions pay from $35 to 
$75 a week. 

The advertising end of a depar-. 
ment store is also a promising one. 
Here are chances for girls to read 
copy, take ads, file, and read proor. 
Stenographers and typists are always 
needed, and a girl can often work up 
to positions of responsibility from .a4 
stenographic beginning.

S IN PERSIA, where melons ars 
the daily food and susteriance 
of the popr peopie for four 
months of the year, the melon 

Season in this United States is almost 


to fuur or-more. In MidJuly this 
year there was a melon climax, when 
sold inexpensively 
by the crate. Formerly the selling 
by the crate was rare in any month 
save September. 

Not only has the season been ¢x- 
tended, but the varieties. haye in- 
creased, and the uses of these variedies 
multiplied. The honey dew is rather 
new to us, and the honey ball newer. 
Both appeared among the fresh fruits 
seen on an elaborate hotel menu 
perused recently with studious intent. 
Honey dew with lemon juice is at 
present enjoying a great vogue, cl- 
théeugh the melons of that type just a 
few ycurs ago were forbidding Yecause 
so undependable of character. It is 
now considerably more economicab tu 
eat these at home thar at a hotel 
where they are likely to cost one dollar 
per melon, 

As old uses—two thousand year old 
or older uses—-have been restored, the 
favoring of melon as an appetizer 
seems to lead any other service. The 
Romans used them to begin a meal 
but, as for that, they used them ip 
no end oi ways. In commendation of 
this use now common with us an Eng- 
lish cooking journal had this to say 
at the start of an article on the melon: 
“The popularity of the slice of melon 
as a hors d’oeuvre or appetizer in- 
troducing the dinner menu is a tribute 
to its real and great value, for th:> 
very sight of that luscious fruit not 
only tempts the appetite put also stim. 
ulates the flow of digestive juices.” 


It is exceedingly important to re- 
remember that in cutting a melon 
for this, or any other service, it 
should be done at the last minute 
before it is served because exposure 
to the air and heat will quickly re- 
duce a melon of even the rarest aroma 
and flavor so much in quality: that 
We May rightly call it spoiled. Many 
people do, in this sense,' eat spoiled 
melon, 

Both the cantaloupe and the pink- 
fleshed melons may be a little too soft, 


land so rather tasteless, even at the 


moment when they are cut open, in 

which case some people cut them up 

and serve them with a cold tart fruit 

juice. Yet.too often they are taste- 

less still, as the best tasting may be 

if cut up and left to stand, Ice in a 

melon may also lessen and injure ‘the 

flavor and, besides, as some one has 
said, it is in the way. 


The Flesh of the Melon. 
The horticulturist is likely to divide 
the melon family according to ths 
color of its flesh although different 
varieties are so diverse in appearance. 
The Persian melon, which looks some- 
what like a giant cantaloupe, is de- 
scribed as ‘thaving,.the most melting 
and honey-like of flesh because it is 
so thin skinned. Watermelons of our 
market today seem to have a thinner 
skin and ia sweeter heart than those/ 
we knew years ago. Colors of flesh 


or an almost white, to deep rose 
shades, like that of the watermelon, 
and to the salmon pink of the musk- 
melon. There are yellow sorts, and 
one has been described as of a bril- 
Hant orange shade. 


‘There are suggestive facts known 
which give’ one the idea that it might 
be possible to write a real history 
of civilization by telling the complete 
story of melons and their near relatives 
—the gourds, the pumpkins and 
squashes with marrows, and the 
cucumbers, all together forming that 
family of sounding name, the cucurbi- 
taceae. As an ancient family it stems 
to have been partly honorable and 
pagtly quite common. As is well 
known, the gourds are full of freaks. 
while the pumpkin family is plain 
and solid and useful. j 
But it seems a bit curious that when 
you cook the esthetic pink fleshed 
ynelon, to make an imitation of citron 
mélon, it gives off an odor exactly 
like that given off by pumpkin cooking. 
which proves them brothers the pot. 
The Roman baker evidently treated 
melons just as he did the pumpkin. 
We find it recorded that he made them 
into mince meats, patties and with 
them imitated fish and sausages and. 
mushrooms. The old Roman poet 
Martial, in describing thesé uses, says: 
“This dextrous cook exhausts the 
powers of art to disguise them in 
every Way, sometimes by means of 
Capellian rue. Thus he fills his dishes 
and side dishes and polished plates 
and ture@ns, and congratulates him- 
self at furnishing so many dishes at 
the cost of a penny.”

What a hotel cook might call “‘ Melon 
Supreme” we thought of as a melon 
medley when devised. While experti- 
menting with ways of cooking and 
candying melon we had three sorts 
on hand, and we considered as most af- 
tractive a ring of peeled pink melon 
filled with watermelon balls, with little 
pointed pieces of honey dew melon to 
complete the pretty picture. Any fruit 
sirup might have been served with it, 
or even a French salad dréssing—best 
when seasoned lightly with some spe- 
cial salad vinegar with a biend of 
spices or herbs—but we used a plum 
sirup which made itself inconspicuous, 
but was enough to season the whole. 
Sometimes rings of melon are filled 
with ices or ice cream. ) 

Watermelon Ice. 


It seems much more suitable to fill 
the half of a cantaloupe with somq 
sort of melon ice than with an ice 
cream with which it has constituted a 
famous service of the two. Perhaps the 
best way to make a watermelon ice is 
to sieve the melon, after which its 
ninety and more per cent of water 
seems a very real thing. Sweetened 
enough to make it agreeably sweet 
when frozen, and frozen with the addi- 
tion of a bit of egg white, it makes a 
pretty filling for the half of a melon 
or a slice of sweet melon.

tries under the sun. | 
One buys — eggs out of cold 
storage as he uld any other eggs. 
When he wants them to hatch he ex- 
poses them to the natural warmth of 


The ounce of eggs should hatch out 
into some 40,000 young ones. 

These caterpillers are tiny at first, 
and hungry. A piece of paper is spread 
over them, “a paper full of holes 
‘through which they can barely crawl. 
Mulberry leaves are put on top of 
the paper. Soon the whole colony is 
upstairs converting ‘this apartment 
into a stable for livestock. 

When all the food is gone another 
sheet of paper is spread over the 
scene. It is a bigger piece of paper 
with bigger holes in it, alléwing for

the growth of the herd. Another meal 
of mulberry leaves is provided. The 
silkworms come up again to gorge 
themselves. The first moss hall, not 
so clean as it once was, is 2 ope. away 
and burned. 

These domestic animals oak thus led 
from one stable to another as they 
grow. In the end each worm is three 
inches long and to accommodate the 
40,000 a space must be provided. that 
is 60 times as great as was that with 
which the start was made. 

- The time has now come for the 
spinning of the cocoons. Each of 
the 40,000 sets about squeezing little 
pots of glue that are within him. The 
glue is ferced through tiny holes in 


the worm’s head and hardens into. 
thread as it strikes the air. The worm / 


moving its head about as the thread 
comes out, winds itself up in its co- 
coon. 


The silkworm farmer must now sac- 
rifice the lives of these little creatures | - 


he has so carefully reared. It is the 
silk of these cocoons he wants and if 
he waits for the moths to come out, 
they will cut it to pieces. So he puts 
the cocoons in trays and bakes them. 

He then soaks the cocoons in warm 
water to soften them and unwinds 
the silk from them as though they 
were so many spools of thread. He is 


likely to get some ten pounds of it as{ - 


the harvest from an ounce of eggs. 


Only a few moths are allowed to} 


come out of the cocoons and lay their 
@éggs on a sheet of muslin for next 
year’s crop. These,-little moths can- 
not fly. They have been man’s do- 
mestic animals for 5,000 years and he 
has bred them into that helplessness 
which best serveS his purpose.

Another Long- Awaited 
Book 


By H. L. Mencken. 
INCE Philip Dormer Stanhope, Ear! of Chesterfield, pub- 
lished his celebrated letters to his morg@@#natic son, in 

1744, there has been no adequate book, in English, of 
advice to young men. I say adequate, and the adjective: 
There is not, of course, a college presi- 
dent, or a boas Y. M. C. A. secretary, or-an uplifting preacher 
in the United States who has not written such a book, but all 
of them are alike filled with bilge. They depict and advocate 
a life that no normal young man wants to live, or could live . 
without ruin if he wanted to, They are full of Sunday school 
platitudes and Boy Scout snuffling. If they were swallowed 
bythe youth of today the republic of tomorrow would be 
nation of idiots. 

I point to the obvious example of the volumes of so-called 
sex hygiene. If there is anything in them save pious balder- 
dash then I have yet to encounter it—and in the pursuit of 
my dismal duties as a critic of letters and ideas I have read 
literally hundreds of them. All of them are devoted to pro 
moting the absurd and immoral idea that the sexual instinct 
is somehow degrading and against God—that whenever a 
young man feels it welling within him it is time for him to 
send for a physician and perhaps even for a policeman. If 
he is moved to kiss his girl he is in grave peril. If he yields 
to the devil and actually necks her he is already halfway 
to hell. 

What could be worse rubbish? The sole effect of it, assum- 
ing it to be believed, is to send the young reader into man- 
hood full of preposterous fears and shames and to shut him
